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This  publication  marks  the  first  in  a  periodically 
updated  series  of  directories  to  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Education's  organizational  units,  personnel,  and  programs. 
The  concept  of  the  directory  issued  from  the  Department's 
Management  Improvement  Project  begun  during  the  summer  of 
1973;  it  demonstrates  the  project's  goal  of  coordinating, 
interpreting,  and  making  more  accessible  the  services  offered 
by  the  Department. 

The  first  directory  has  been  prepared  during  a  period 
of  reorganization  and  regionalization  within  the  Department  of 
Education.  Several  substantive  changes  as  well  as  many  smaller 
modifications  of  the  Department's  organization  are  currently 
underway.  Subsequent  issues  of  the  directory  will  reflect 
the  emerging  structure  of  the  Department  as  changes  become 
finalized.

How  To  Use  .  .  .  . 


This  directory  is  comprised  of  two 
major  sections:  "Programs"  (pp.  1-47)  and 
"Personnel"  (pp.  49-97).  The  program  section 
is  organized  according  to  the  present  struc- 
ture of  the  Department  of  Education.  It  is 
first  arranged  by  division  and  then  by  bureau 
within  each  division.  For  each  bureau,  you 
will  find  a  list  of  programs  which  are  con- 
ducted by  that  bureau.  Each  program  is  briefly 
described,  and  the  bureau  members  who  work  on 
that  program  are  listed,  with  one  member  being 
identified  by  an  asterisk  (*)  as  the  contact 
person  for  that  program.  This  individual  is 
the  primary  person  within  the  Department  of 
Education  for  you  to  contact  for  additional 
information  about  that  particular  program. 


Following  the  outlines  of  the  programs 
for  all  the  divisions,  an  "Index  to  Programs 
and  Subjects"  (pp.  37-47)  concludes  the 
program  section  of  the  directory.  In  this 
index,  you  can  look  up  any  subject  or  program 
area  in  which  the  Department  of  Education  is 
involved,  and  you  will  be  directed  to  the 
specific  page  on  which  that  program  is  discussed 
Those  programs  which  are  known  by  several  names 
(such  as  "ESEA,  Elementary  and  Secondary 
Education  Act,  Title  III"  and  "Curriculum 
Innovation")  have  been  cross-referenced  under 
each  possible  name.  You  might  look  up  a 
subject  (such  as  "MAX-ED,  Massachusetts  Expanded 
Education  Programs")  in  which  the  Department 
has  an  official  interest  but  which  does  not 
represent  an  on-going  program  of  the  Department. 
In  a  case  like  this,  you  will  not  be  directed 
to  a  page  in  the  directory  but  rather  to  a 
specific  contact  person  in  the  Department 
(in  this  instance,  "Beverly  Lydiard  or  Regional 
Center  Assistant  Directors")  who  can  answer 
questions  about  this  subject.  Do  not  hesitate 
to  call  upon  any  contact  person  or  other 
Department  of  Education  staff  member  identified 
in  the  program  section  for  further  assistance 
and  information  concerning  activities  of  the 
agency.
